Christmas Cards go Caroling 


Song of Songs — Carols take over, even on Christmas cards.

Ever since the first angels sang 


their joyous Christmas carol — 
"Glory to God in the highest,' 
melodic themes have been part o: 
our Yul-stide tradition. 


Now everything is in readiness 


—music boxes and church organs 
are being tuned, carolers are get- 
ting set to resume their familiar 
role, gay little bells are getting 
ready to tinkle, even on Christ- 
mas cards. 


Many of this year's Christmas 


cards have gone musical. 
Some 


of them carry words and four- 
part harmonies of famous Christ- 
mas carols, just as they might 
appear in a hymn book, to an- 
swer popular demand. 


Strolling minstrels sang Christ- 


mas Carols even back in the 15th 
century. 
Although public per- 


formance of Christmas carols, was 
forbidden by the Puritans in 17th 
century England, carols managed 
to survive. 


Most of today's famous carols 


have been written 
since then. 


Some were set to music by fa- 
mous composers such as Bach, 
Handel and Mendelssohn. Others 
like'"Silent Night," are the crea- 
tion of inspired but 
otherwise 


unknown composers. 


"ADESTE 
FIDELES," 
("O 


Come, All Ye Faithful"), 
pro- 


bably the most popular of Christ- 
mas carols, originally was written 
in Latin, but now is sung in 76 
different 
languages, 
though 
in 


[translation 
the 
words 
do not 


rhyme. 
Some historians credit 


the words to Bishop Bonaventura 
of Albano, prominent teacher and 
writer of the 13th century, tn 
others the origin of both words 
and tune is obscure. 


"SILENT NIGHT" was written 


because some mice happened to 
nibble at the bellows of a church 
organ at Gberndorf, near Salz- 
burg in Axistria, a few days be- 
fore Christmas. The young parish 
priest, Joseph 
Mohr, returning 


from 
some priestly duties, sat 


down that night in 1818 and com- 
posed the verses. Franz Gruber, 
the 
schoolmaster 
and 
organist 


composed the music the next day 
and that evening midnight mass 
was blessed with a new song 
which was sung by Father Mohr 
with Franz Gruber accompany- 
ing him on a guitar. 


"HARK, THE HERALD AN- 


GELS SING" was the most popu- 
lar of the 6,000 poems composed 
by Charles Wesley, younger bro- 
ther of John Wesley, who found- 
ed the Methodist denomination. 
Charles got the idea for the hymn 
from the pealing of bells as he 
walked to church on Christmas 
morning in 1730. The melody is

Brighten Rugs for 
Holiday Parties 


During the Christmas season,

Then ex- 
amine the rug for spots and go 
over them with a cloth wrung out 
of clear, warm water, or rub 
lightly with a cloth moistened 
with any commerical cleaner with 
a carbon tefrachloride base. Raise 
the damp portion of the rug and 
dry it with an electric fan or the 
blower on your cleaner. 


It's also a good idea to turn the 


rug around so that the places re- 


If you have wall-to-wall carpet- 


ing, give it a thorough vacuuming 
and clean any spots in the same 
way we suggested for rugs. The 
moisture can be drawn out of the 
carpet with the cleaner. 


However, if your rug or car- 


peting are badly soiled, it's wiser 
to send for a reliable rug cleaner 
who will shampoo or dry clean it 
on your floor or take it to his 
plant.

WASHINGTON—American de- 


fense plans are by no means con- 
fined to the North Atlantic area 
nor to cooperation only with the 
North Atlantic Pact nations. 


The U. S. is working as closely 


as ever with the other American 
Republics in mutual defense ar- 
rangements. The Inter-American 
Defense Board has just been re- 
organized, and it will continue 
indefinitely to prepare plans for 
cooperative effort in case any of 
the 21 American republics is at- 
tacked by an outside power. 


The board has new quarters at 


2600 16th St. N. W. in Washington. 
In it about 60 military men from 
all 
the 
republics are at work. 


Chairman of the board it Lt. Gen. 
Willis 
D. Crittenberger, former 


head of the U. S. Army's Carib- 
bean Defense Command. 
He is 


also chairman of the military ad- 
visers to the U. S. delegation to 
the United Nations. 


He has also just been named 


deputy 
representative 
for 
the 


"United 
States 
on the Military 


Committee of the North Atlantic 
Treaty 
Military 
Organization. 


Gen. Omar Bradley is the repre- 
sentative. Since Bradley has full 
duties as chief of "U. S. military 
forces, it is,assumed Crittenberger 
will be a key man in.the new job. 


The technical work of drawing 


up military plans is handled by a 
staff under the direction of an- 
other American Maj. Gen. Robert 
L. Walsh, U. S. Air Force. Walsh 
is also chairman of the Canadian- 
United States Defense Commission 
and of the joint United States- 
Brazil Defense Commission. 


The 
Inter-American 
Defense 


Board has been in the business of 
preparing plans for multi-national 
defense for such a long time that 
its methods and accomplishments 
are likely to be studied wth con- 
siderable interest by the men now 
working on North Atlantic defense 
plans. Already some of the ex-

American headquarters to estab- 
lish contacts and obtain informa- 
tion. 


Creation of the Inter-American

• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
India Edwards Calls Neat Turn 
On Feminist Club Women 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON — Mrs. India 
Edwards, 


the lady brain of the Democratic national com- 
mittee, was debating on the New York Herald 
Tribune Forum with the heads of two leading 
women's clubs—Dr. K. Frances Scott, presi- 
dent of the National Federation of Business and 
Professional Women's clubs and Mrs. J. Blair 
Buck, president of the General Federation of 
Women's clubs. 


Both these organizations are supposed to 


be nonpartisan, but, in their debate with Mrs. 
Edwards, Dr. Scott and Mrs. Buck both ad- 
mitted frankly that they worked for the elec- 
tion of Margaret Chase Smith, Republican, as 
senator from Maine. In fact, Dr. Scott and 
Mrs. Buck almost outdid themselves in claim- 
ing credit for Senator Smith's election. They 
said they supported Mrs. Smith not because she 
was a Republican but because she was a wo- 
man. 


Many listeners expected that sparks would 


fly when Mrs. India Edwards, staunch Demo- 
crat, replied. But Mrs. Edwards, sweetly agreed, 
She said there should be more women in poli- 
tics and she was delighted at the support given 
to Senator Smith, Republican. 


This took place about a month ago and 


since then India Edwards has kept very quiet 
—until the other day. By this time Dr. Scott 
and Mrs. Buck had pretty much forgotten their 
New York Herald Tribune panel discussion, but 
suddenly they got letters from Mrs. India Ed- 
wards. 


Very sweetly Mrs. Edwardi reminded them 


of their Herald Tribune statements that they 
had supported Senator Smith not because of 
her political' party but because she IB a wo- 
man. 


Continuing, Mrs. Edwards said that an- 


other 
fine 
woman—namely, 
Congresswoman 


. Helen Gahagan Douglas, Democrat—was run- 


ning in California as U. S. senator, 


Mrs. Edwards said she knew it would be 


consistent with the previously stated policy of 
th« General Federation of Women's clubs and 
the National Federation of Business and Pro- 
fessional Women's clubs to endorse Mrs. Doug- 
lag, a Democrat, and that she was eagerly await- 
ing word to this effect. 


Student* of U.S.A. 


Though it hasn't made headlines, a total 


of 28,000 foreign students are studying in the 
U.S.A. this year, most of them sponsored by 
individual colleges or student groups, as their 
contribution toward breaking down prejudice 
between nations. 


Most of the students have come from non- 


Soviet countries, but some have slipped through 
the Iron Curtain from Poland, Czechoslovakia 
and Finland. 


The list of individual colleges promoting 


this people-to-people friendship is too long to 
b'« given here, but perhaps Hastings college, 
Nebraska, is typical. Not a wealthy institu- 
tion, Hastings began making room for refugees 
discovered 
by Hastings G.I.'s in slave-labor 


camps. 


The first student, a young Dutch victim of 


a Nazi camp, wrote to the authorities of Hast- 
ings college in what he thought was perfect 
English. 
"I plan to leave here pretty damn 


quick," he said, upon being notified 
that a 


scholarship was available. 


Other students have included a Jewish refu- 


gee from Czechoslovakia, two Norwegian vet- 
erans of the underground, several Koreans, one 
Chinese, an Iranian and several Mexicans. The 
college has used these students on speaking 
teams to deliver foreign-affairs talks all through 
Nebraska. This has kept midwesterners closely 
in touch with the outside world and has been 
a factor in combating the isolation that engulfed 
the midwest after World War I. 
Justice Tom Clark and Texas 


Justice Tom Clark was really put on the 


spot regarding civil liberties when the case of 
a convicted Negro murderer in Clark's own 
home town—Dallas, Texas — came before the 
Supreme Court this week. It will be his first. 
real test of civil liberties. 


The case, Lee Cassell vs. the State of Texas, 


involves the fact that Texas has consistently 
put one Negro on every jury- Cassell's lawyer, 
Chris Dixie, once Justice Hugo Black's law 
clerk, was appointed by the Supreme Court to 
argue the case, and contended that this was 
an evasion of civil liberties. 


If the number of Negroes on Texas juries 


fluctuated from zero to three or four there 
would be no invasion of civil liberties, Dixie 
contended. But with one lone Negro consist- 
ently on every jury it looked like a deliberate 
pattern. 


Justice Clark, who had a good record on 


civil liberties as attorney general, followed the 
argument carefully, but asked helpful questions 
of Joe Greenhill, assistant attorney general rep- 
resenting Texas. 
Merry-Go-Round 


A memorial to Walter Winchell'i mother 


has already "been erected at doctors hospital, 
New York, where she recently fell to her death. 
A catch has been placed on all windows so 
that they cannot be raised more 
than 
six 


inches. Walter's mother, age 77, had a faint- 
ing spell in front of the window. She had 
just talked to Winchell on the telephone after 
his Sunday broadcast and congratulated him on 
receiving a medal from the Marine Corps Re- 
serve Association . . . . The man responsible for 
beating Teamsters' boss Dave Beck in his own 
Seattle bailiwick is Harold J. Gibson, dynamic 
leader of the International Association of Ma- 
chinists.

If that be the case there 
are many bulky manuscripts be- 
ing rendered for concert goers who 
want to hear music, There are also 
numerous publishing companies 
printing and selling some sort of 
material they thought was music. 
Music can be almost without emo- 
tion and many of our present day 
composers have proved that very 
thing. When music is performed 
without creating a mood of any 
character at all then it is a rather 
shabby quality of music. This has 
been seen many times in the past 
few, years. 


Emotion is an essential ingredi- 


ent in. music and it is sensed by 
every type of listener, although it 
is valued differently by the neo- 
phyte than by the vete*an tech- 
nician. 


As defined in the dictionary:— 


Emotion; a strong movement of 
the 
conscious or subconscious 


mind. Then too emotion might be 
defined as a quality of feeling, a 
mood such as sadness, happiness, 
frustration, turmoil, etc. 
When 


this emotional quality is transfer- 
red from the music to the listener, 
to his mind and even to his heart, 
the expression of his face and the 
look in his eyes convey the emo- 
tion he has taken into his ears. 
The different types of emotion 
vary and while some are stimulat- 
ing and soothing others cause a 
feeling of frenzie.

Upon hearing the music 
anyone fortunate' enough to see 
the slaughter scene can vividly 
remember the action of Gene 
Kelly and Doris Day and their 
fateless escapade into the base- 
ment bar on Tenth avenue. The 
emotions of the bold entrance, the 
sence of defiance, the fight and 
finally death in lovers arms spring 
forth from the work. 


Emotion in popular music vaiies 


greatly. 
Stan Kenton, 
an 
or- 


chestra leader who is scheduled 
to make a comeback around the 
first of the year, sometimes cre- 
ates a feeling of frustration while 
at other times he weaves warm, 
mellow themes that would sooth 
the most savage beast . . . Claude 
Thornhill and his orchestra virtu- 
ally paint tone colors with their 
style with impeccable execution 
of delicate and intricate arrange- 
ments. The moods these units 
create are examples of emotion in 
popular music. 


In semi-classical music George 


Gershwin's "Rhapsody in Blue" 
presents a thrill with the opening, 


sweeping crescendo followed by 
the familiar and sometimes ham- 
med up theme. Hoagy Carmich- 
ael's "Star Dust" probably sug- 
gests several moods. For some of 
it might offer a dreamy ecstacy; 
for others a feeling of solitude. 


In classical music a selection 


from an opera such as "The Tore- 
ador Song" from "Carmen" is 
somewhat typical 01! the emotions 
portrayed in the dramatic music of 
the masters. The stirring refrain 
of the "Treador Song" creates 
such an atmosphere of excite- 
ment that one is practically in- 
volved into the very scene. The 
motive that follows, sometimes 
called the fate motive, builds up 
to a crescendo that s shattered by 
an explosive chord. This form of 
dramatics and music is an ex- 
ample of emotion interspersed 
with classic works.
